fare; and tho he was a very tender affection- 


. ate Man, and would ſometimes be very free 


and open towards me; yet not ſo as thereby 
to leſſen his Authority, but kept me in that 
Subjection, as he could awe and bring down 
my Spirit with a Look: I am the more 
large upon this Particular, becauſe of the Care 
which I know ought to be upon Friends Minds

And in the fore-part +of the year 1652. it

Now it came to paſs about the 6:b or 7170 
Month of the Year 1652. we heard of a People 


rais d up at or about Malton, that were called 
Quakers, which was the firſt time that I heard of 
that Name being given to any People. They 


were by moſt People ſpoken againſt, but when I 
ſtrictly enquir'd what any had 'to lay to their 
Charge, that might give cauſe for ſuch Aſper- 
ſions as were thrown upon them; I met with 


none that could juſtly accuſe them of any Crime, 


only they ſaid, they were a fantaſtical and con- 
ceited People, and burnt their Lace and Ribands, 
and other ſuperfluous things, which formerly 


they us'd to wear, and that they fell into ſtrange 


firs of quaking and trembling ; thefe Reports in- 


creaſed my defires to fee and be acquainted with 


ſome of them; and in the 8:h Month of the afore. 
nd Year, I heard that the Quakers were come to 
Bridlirgton, whereat I greatly rejoyc'd in my

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Spirit, hopiog that I ſhould get fome opportu- 
nity to ſee them; this was that Faithful Labourer 


and Miniſter of the Goſpel; called William Dew/- 


| buy, Who then was ordet d into theſe Parts; and 
on the 5th day next following, I heard that they 
were come to Frodingham ; and I being on my 
Maſters Work in Brigham, could not go on the 
Day, but determin'd to go in the Night, and 
would gladly have had ſome of mine Acquaint- 
ance to have gone with me, but the Night being 
very dark, none would go, ſo I went alone; 
and coming into the Room where William was, 
found him Writing, and the reſt of his Company 
were ſitting in great Silence, ſeeming to be much 
retir'd in Mind, and fix d towards God, their 
Countenances grave and ſolid withal, preach' d 
unto me, and confirm'd what I had before be- 
liev'd, that they were the People of the Lord. 
_ Aﬀeer a little time William ceas'd Writing, and 
many of the Towns People coming in, he began 
in the Power and Wiſdom of God to declare 
the Truth; and Oh! how was my Soul re- 
freſh'd, and the witneſs of God reach'd in my 
heart, I cannot expreſs it with Pen, I had never 
heard nor felt the like before, for he ſpake as 
one having Authority, and not as the Scribes; ſo 
that if all the world ſaid nay, I could have gi- 
ven my Teſtimony that it was the everlaſting 
Truth of God: And in the fame Month my 
Mouth was livingly opened, to declare the 
Name of the Lord, ani preach Repentarice to the. 
People, and the work of the Lord proſper'd in 
the hands of his faithful Servants, and I knew a 
Bridle to my tongue, and was greatly afraid leſt 
1 ſhould offend the Lord, in thought, word, or 
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deed, and the word of the Lord was in me, thou 


malt not do thy own works, nor think thy own. 


thoughts, nor ſpeak thy own words, on this my 
Holy day; and tho" I ſuffered and went thro” 
many great Exerciſes, yet the Lord bare up my 
Spirit, and carried me on while I abode faithful 
to him, to the Praiſe of his own Name; but 
thro* Reaſonings and looking too much at my 
oven Inabilities and Unfitneſs for fo weighty a 
Work, the Enemy ſometimes prevail'd. to keep 
me in diſobedience, and caſt down my mind ſo 
low, that my growth was thereby hindred for a 
time, yet did the Lord, in his endleſs Love to 
my poor Soul, renew his Viſitations upon me, 
and my mouth was often open'd in the Congre- 
ations of his People, to praiſe his Infinite and 
orthy Name. In thoſe days, one Francis Car- 
ling, who was' in Commillion to do Juſtice, roſe 
up in much wrath and fury againſt che Truth, 
and ſent ſome that made profeſſion of it (and 
traveld abroad) to Prifon : He alſo granted a 
Warrant to apprehend Milliam Dewsbury, and me, 
and all in Company with us, under the Names 
of Quakers, By this Warrant I was taken and 
had before the ſaid Carling, who in great anger 
_ threatned exceedingly that he would fend me to 
Priſon, and that he would not do me the favour 
| as to ſend me to Nrk amongſt my Companions, 
but would fend me to_Beverly, to the Houſe of 
Correction, and that I ſhoul'd be whipp'd till 
the Blood ran down at my heels; but the Lord 
gave me Boldneſs, ſo that I fear'd not his threats; 
but thro' the Power and Providence of God, was 
made to ſtand in Innocency and Clearneſs before 
him, till his anger ceaſed, and his fury abated 3 
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Oath, 
not at all, to which Command we ought to be 
obedient, and on no other account did I refuſe 
to take the ſaid Oath, but in obedience to him, 

from whom I expected -_ hoped for 2 Tc 


and when heexamin'd me of many things, think= 


ing to enſnare and catch me in ſome words, 


(becauſe of my tender years) the Lord was 
pleay'd to give me a mouth and wiſdom to an- 
ſwer him in ſuch ſort, as that he, nor the whole 


Company preſent (who all banded themſelves 
againſt me) could not tax me with any word, - 
but I Rood. my ground in the Truth, Praifes be 


to the Lord over all for ever. Nevertheleſs he 
faid he would ſend me to the Houſe of Corre- 
Rioh, for coming before him with my Hat on 
for no tranſgreſſion of any Law could be prov” 


againſt me; ſoa Mitimu was made and given 


to the Conſtable of Brigbam, to convey me to 


the Houſe of Correction; but when I was gone 


out of the Room, he took in his Mittimus, fo 


that Evening I was ſet at Liberty, contrary to 
my expectation, bleſſed be the God of ae for 


evermore. In thoſe days I often accompanied 
William Dewsbury, - Fobn Mbitebead, and ſome- 


times James Naylor, and other early Minifters to 


and fro in the Eaſt. Riding of Yorkſhire, and the 
Glorious Preſence and power of the Lord our 


God was richly with us, to the overcoming of 


our immortal Souls, the comfort of his Heritage, 


and Praiſe of his own Name. 


In the 1175 Month, 1660. I was taken by a 
Warrant, and had before Francs Boynton, and 
750. Crompron Jultices, who rendred me the Oath 


of —_— ; I told them I durſt not take any 
becauſe Jeſus Chriſt faid plainly, Swear 
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P 
ſo for my refuſal thereof, committed me priſo- 
ner to York Caſtle, with Ten more. In the 24 
Month, 1661. we were moſt: of us Releas d: I 
was 11 Weeks Priſoner, Which was nothing te- 
dious, becauſe the Lord was pleaſed daily to re- 
new his Love unto my Soul; ſo that by bis 
ſweet -refreſhing preſence I was greatly com- 
forted, and my Soul ſweetly ſolaced; and truly 
the mutual Society we had one with another, 
being kept in much Love and Unity together, 
did much conduce to our Sat. tion, and ad- 
ded to our Joy in the Lord. After this, I with 
the generality of our Friends had a precious time 
of quiet in the Country; the Glorious Preſence 
of our God being wonderfully manifeſt in our 
Aſſemblies, to the gladding of many Souls. 
In the beginning of the th Month, 166. I 
Was again taken by one Phillay- Hood Bayliff, by 
an Attachment out of the Exchequer, becauſe I 
cou'd not Swear to my Anſwer, to a Bill Exhi- 
hbited againſt me, by Robert Hewbank' of Foſton, 
Farmer of the Tythes ; who, : becauſe for Con- 
ſcience fake I could not give him a Tythe-Hen, 
Eggs, Smoke. penny, and Offerings to the value 
- "of 94d. or thereabouts, Summon'd me by Sabpæna 
to the Exchequer ; where, after Appearance, I 
got a Copy of his Bill, and two Commillioners 
appointed, would have given my Anſwer ac- 
cording to Truth, but becaufe I could not Swear 
to the ſame, it was Rejected; and R. Hewbank 
procur'd an Attachment againſt me for Con- 
tempt; by which I was taken and committed 
Priſoner to Vork - Caſtle the 19th day of the ↄth 
Month, 1661. and continu'd Priſoner upon that 
accpunt until the 12th Month, 1662. vert a- 
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ut 1 ths; thro? all which the Lord ſup- 


ported me; and by the manifeſtation of his Di- 


vine and Heavenly Love, made the ſame eaſie 


unto me; for he fitted and prepar'd my heart in 
contentedneſs to give up my all in this World, 
for the Teſtimony of his bleſſed Truth. And 
verily,” I have no Cauſe to repent that I willing- 
ly gave up to the Lord in that day, for he hath 
been my exceeding great Reward; ſo that I can 
truly fay” and that by good Experience, the 
Lord God; Omnipotent hath a tender regard to 
his Suffering People, who patiently ſuffer Tribu- 
lation for Rightcouf! eſs ſake ; Blelſing, and Ho- 
nour, and Everlaſting Praiſes be unto him for

From the time of this Releaſe, I continued at 
Liberty, and without moleſtation on Truth's ac-

5 
So thou who haſt lived in that for which thou 
haſt been reproved, and haſt ſeen thou oughteſt 
truly to repent and turn from the Evil, and look 
inward, and mind that juſt Principle which te- 
ſtifies againſt every appearance of evil in thy 
mind, O Man or Woman, in che firſt mot ion 
or conception of it, before it come forth into 
words or actions, for in the heart is the firſt mo- 
tion to any Sin. Which motion no ſooner hath 
place therein, but ſuddenly the light comes and 
diſcovers it. As thus, the Enemy of Mankind 
put it firſt into the Heart of Man or Woman. 
to Swear, Lye or Steal, or to commit any other 
Sin, by which there may be a probability of 
ſome profit, or a kind of a Satisfaction or Plea- 
ſure to the Carnal delight of the Perſon wrought 
upon; bur before the Action be committed, the 
light of Chriſt Jeſus, or the meaſure of the good 
Spirit given to every one to profit withal, which 
marks and takes notice of every motion in the 
Mind, ſpeaks in the Creature on this wiſe ; Oh! 
what arr thou now going to do? if you Swear, 
Lye, or do any other Wickedneſs, which I make 
known to ye to be evil, you will aſſuredly bring 
down the wrath of God upon you, and then

what will you do in the end thereof? Surely, 
tho now thou receiveſt ſome ſmall benefit, or 
ſhort pleaſure by committing ſuch an evil, twill 
bring bitterneſs in the end; therefore do not fo 
wickedly againſt God thy Maker. .

wrath, grow harder and harder in Iniquity, till 
they draw upon themſelves the juſt Judgment of 


the Lord, which will afſuredly overtake all the 


rebellious, who wilfully rebel againſt the Light 


in their own Conſciences ; for all the wicked be I 


deſtroy, Pal.

Therefore, all People, I cannot but exhort you : 


once more, to hearken to the Counſel of the 
Lord; and I even beſeech you, my Neighbours 
and Country. People, to forſake the evil of your 
ways, and break off your Sins by Repentance ; 


for though your hearts may cheer you, and ye may fol- 


lew the ſight of your eyes, delighting your ſelves in Va- 
nity, ſporting as in the day time, yet know, O Man 
or Woman, that for all theſe things God will bring thee 
to Tudgment, Eccleſ.
